"Ihe Birth of Fortundtus. 


N the Ide of Cyprus there is a great City 
called Famagoſta, wherein dwelt a richi 
Citizen, defcended of an ancient and re. 
nowned Stock, whoſe Name was T heodorus, unto - 
whom his Progenitors had left ſo much Goods 
and Revenues, | that through the Abundance of 
Wealth, he eſteemed bimfelf might, and puiſ-, 
ſant: He was of Age young, of Diſpoſition luſty, 
and given up to Pleaſure, little conſidering, the 
Frugality,, and Thrittinefs of his Anceſtors, 
whereby they carefully augmented their Goods

aſure, he 
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preſumed to bear the Countenance of an high and 
coſtly Eſtate, by frequenting of Princes Courts,

Banquet; as the Manner of the Rich ſhew at ſuch 


Times their Wealth and Magnificence. After 
the Feaſt was ended, and all Things accordingly 


finiſhed, every Gueſt taking their Peave returned 


home, Theodorus taking his Spouſe unto him, 
lived for a Seaſon friendly and virtuouſty with 
her; wherewith both ſhe and her Friends took 
great Pleaſure, thinking they had atchieved a 
very good Deed, in taming the wild Theodorus, 
by marrying him; but yet they confider'd not the. 
e of Nature, which bendeth only to 
that which ſhe is inclined ,unto, “o in 
Procal of Time, Gratiana became great with 
Child, and was delivered before the Year was 
fully conipleat from the Day of the Wedding,

W HEN Fortunatus was come to Venice, 
having in paſſing thro? it ſeen all the Curi- 
oſities of that City, the Earl ſtay'd not long there, 
but made all Speed poſſible to return again into his 
own Country, to ſee his Friends; for he was 
determined at his Return to be Wedded to the 
Daughter of the Duke of Cleves, which was a 
fair Lady, the Marriage being appointed before 
his Departure: For which Cauſe he made the 
more Haſte, Before they departed, Fortunatus 
bought for bis Lord at Venice, very coſtly Jewels, 
and Garments of Velvet, Silk and Cloth of Gold, 
and whatſoever elfe was requiſite for the Wedd- 
ing; tor altho' he had many Men, yet was there 
none of them that could fpeak the Italian Tongue 
but Fortunatus only, who was very expert to buy 
and fell, and therefore was in great Favour with 
the Earl.

| Fter that the Lords and Nobles hadsfiniſhed 

their Triumphs and Martial Games, the 
Duke of Cleve and the Bridegroom (the Earl of 
Flanders) agreed that_their Servitors and Reti- 
nues ſhould likewiſe have their Paitime, and uy 
who weie Maſters in Jouſting for, two Jewels 
eſteemed to the Value of an Hundred Ciba: 
and he that might obtain the Prize ſhould have 
one of them, Of this were all the Servants gl:d, 
and every Man put forth himſelf to do his beſt. 
So it befel that one of the Duke of Burgundy's 
Servants had one of the Jewels on the, one Side, 
and Fortunatus won the other on the contrary 
Party; which miſliked the moſt Part of the Ser- 
vants, and thereupon they intreated Timothy, the 
Duke of Burgundy's Man, making him many fair 


Promiſes to recompence him with the like De- 


ſerts, if he would undertake to challenge Fortu- 
natus to try in Jouſting who ſhould have both the 
Jewels. Timothy having noPower to deny theRe- 
queſt of ſo many good . — made open Chal- 
lenge unto Fortunatus before the Ladies and 
Gentlemen to Jouſt with him, and that who- 
ſoever obtained the Prize, ſhould poſſeſs both the 
Jewels. When Fortunatus heard that, he- took 
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no great Deliberation, but accepted the Challenge E 
w.h a valiant Courage. This being noiſed among tir 
tb Lords, they gladly drew together to ice this H 
Combat. The Challenger and Defender, each] N. 
of them well appointed, came to the Tilt-yard, 
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where they encountred with a manly and valiant hi 
Courage, being on either Part ftirred with a fer-] he 

vent Defire both of Lucre and Fame. At thd tc 
fourth Courſe Fortunatus hoiſted Timothy frovf hi

Earl himſelf rejoiced greatly, that one of his Re- 
tinue had ſo victoriouſly won the chief Prize. 
However he underſtood not of the Grudge and 
Malice that his Men had againſt Fortunatus, 
neither durſt any Man diſcloſe it unto him. 

Among the Earl's Servants there was one an old 
ſubtle Fellow, named Robert, who offered him- 
ſelf to practiſe a Trick of Knavery i in behalf of all 
his Fellow- Servants, promiſing unto them, that 
if they, would give unto him "Ten Crowns in 
ready Money, he would bring it to paſs, that the 
Loon ſhould depart of his own accord, without 
taking Leave of his Lord, or of any other, and 
that none thereof ſhould be ſuſpected. 

Then faid his Fellows, F thou can/t do as che 
haſt ſaid, why doſt thou delay to attempt the ſame? 
He anſwered, Stay a while, for I cannot do it with- 
out preſent Maney ; ; but 1 if every one of you will giue 
me half a Crown, I wil! repay unto each of you & 
whele Crown if I do not perform what I have ſaid. 
They were all willing to grant this Requeſt, 
ſo that they ſpeedily collected the Sum of Fifteen 
Crowns, and gave them to Robert, who willed. 
them to ſpeak no more unto him concerning 
that Matter, and that every one ſhould behave 
himſelf accordingly as he had done before From 
henceforth this Robert became daily Companion 
to Fortunatus, ſhewing himſelt very friendly to 
him, inveigling hun with pleatant Converſation, 
and recounting of Things done in the Country, 
which was to Fortunatus delighting. He inured

TOW when F ortunatus hd ſ afficiently lacked 
his -Hunger and Thirſt, he reſted - there 
. Days to "refreſh his empty Stomach and 
weary Limbs, and at his Deppture bought of the 
Hoſt a compleat Harneſs, to the intent "be might 
be the ſooner entertained, and ſo diſcharging the 
Hoſt to his full Contentment depated farther, 
There was two Miles from the Wood a little 
Town:” with a Caſtle, wherein dwelt an Earl, 
which had Juriſdiction of the Wed granted him 


by the Duke of Britain. FortuMtus paſſing that 
Way, entred the beſt Inn of the Town, and aſked 


the Hoſt if he knew- of any good Horſes to be 


bought ? The Hoſt anſwered, Yeſterday came a 
ſtrange Merchant with feen fair Palfreys, in- 
tending to ſell them at the Feaſt that the Duke 
of Britain doth make to the King's Daughter of 
Arragon, among which our Earl hath choſen 
three of the beſt, and hath offered for them three 
hundred Crowns, but the Merchant demanded 
twenty more.

ND as foon as he might bring it to*paſs, he 


purchaſed again his Father's Houle, and ma- 


ny more thereto adjoining. ; all Weh he cauſed 
o be plucked down, and in that place built a 


oodly large Palace, after the braveſt Manner, 
hke thofe be had ſcen in other Countries. And 
by the Houſe alſo he founded a ſumptuous Church, 


"and twelve more Houfes for twelve Prieſts, to 
continue in divine Service of God, as it were 4 
e. or Cathedral Minſter; for the Reve-

exceeding rich and puiſſant. Then ſaid the 
King to the Earl, I have been certified by them 
which have ſeen it, that he hath as many preci- 
ous Jewels as would buy an Earldom, and yet 
will ſell none of them.

Ortunatus and Caſſandra his Wife, now liv- 

ed in joyful and happy Eftate, wanting 
nothing but Children; for he knew that theVir- 
tue of his Purſe would end aber his Deceaſe, if 
he had no lawful Heirs of his Body ; though he 
made not his Wife privy thereto, but prayed 
daily together, that God would make them fruit- 
ful, Infomuch that the Lord hearing their Re- 
queſts, Caſſandra conceived with a Son, whom 
they baptized with the Name of A mpedo. .

during your Lives, though I never come again, 


would prevail, 'ſhe ſaid, Well beloved Huſband, 
fince it cannot be otherwiſe, I beſeech you return,

Heart; and we will pray unto the Lord, that 
you may have Health, Peace, and good Wea- 
ther, and Favour of all them with whom you 
ſhall be converſant, and under whoſe Power you 
ſhall fall. Then faid Fortunatus, God grant your 
Prayers may take Effect, and I truſt to return 
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Vit more firange Countries. 


90 N after, Fortunatus took Leave, of his 
Wife and Children, and defiring God to bleſs 
them all, embarked in a Ship of his own, and, 
ſailed to Alexz ; where,” when they had 3 
cence to come on Land, they were aſked, Who 
was Lord of the Ship? To whom they anſwered: 
That Fortunatus of Famagoſta in the Ifle of Cy- 
prus, was the only Owner thereof ; then they 
requi d Fortunatus to be brouglit unto the King's 
Preſence, to preſent a Gift unto him: For fuch 
was the "Cuſtom; that every Merchant at his 
firſt Arrival at Alexandria, ſhould give ſome 
Preſent unto the Soldan. Wherefore the Cour- 
tiers were ready and diligent to bring him unte 
the Court ; where he willed a Cupboard to be 
repared, and thereon he ſet many fair and coſtly 
b for the King to behold. When the Sol- 
dan came forth and beheld them, he marvelled, 
ſuppoling they were brought to be ſold; and 
thereupon enquiring the Price of them, Fortu - 
ratus aſked the Soldan whether he liked them ? 
He anſwered; I have hardly ever ſeen finer, , 
therefore I cannot but like them well. Then 
Rees Fortunatus, that his Grace would ae- 
cept of them, for that he would freely give them 
all unto him. When the King heard that, he 
marvellcd that one Merchant ſhould preſent him 
with ſuch a rich Gift; for he eſteem'd them 
worth Five Thouſand 85 which he thought 
E 3; Was 
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was a ſufficient Preſent for the Commonalty an d 
Mart of a whole City, ſuch as Venice, Florence, 
or Genoa. Howbeit he would not refuſe them, 
dut accepted it for a Gift; recompencing him 
ith an Hundred Barrels of Fepper, which 
amounted to the Value of the Jewels. When 
the Factors of Venice, Florence, Genoa, and 
Catalonia (who were then at Alexandria) had 
heard that the King had given unto Fortunatus 
ſuch a Reward ; foraſmuch as they abiding there 
continually, brought Commodities unto the 
Realm, and gave Gifts once or twice a Year unto 
| the King, and yet none of them at any Time 
received any Reward, great or ſmall, they envi- 
ed Fortunatus, Beſides that, he bought all the 
beſt Merchandize, not ſticking at any Price; 
wherefore they fearing their Hindrance, ſought 
to bring Fortunatus in Diſpleaſure with the Sol- 
dan, Whereupon they gave unto the Lord 
Admiral great Gifts, to the End he might con- 
ceive the worſe of F ortunatus, and fo to diſcyedit 
him to the King. But PFortunatus having 
Intelligence thereof, gave unto him privily ſo 
much more than they. This fell out well for 
the Admiral, who took Money of both Parties, 
and yet did what” he thought goo, and was 
nevertheleſs friendly to Fortunatus, wiſhing that 
more ſuch would come unto Alexandria, After 
4 {poet had been there certain Days, behav- 
' himſelf very honourably, the King invited 
bim, and the chief Perſons of the Ship to Din- 
ner, giving them very grand Entertainment, 
which grieved the Merchants greatly. Soon af- 
ter the Admiral did in like Manner feaſt them; 
and | 
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and then did the Merchants plainly perceive that 
their Gifts were all in vain beſtowed, for the 
which they inwardly fretted. When the Time 
drew nigh that the Ship muſt needs depart, for 
the Cuſtom was, that no Veſſel might ſtay at 
Alexandria above ſix Weeks (whether he had 
ſold or no) Fortunatus had appointed another 
Patron over his Ship in his ſtead, whom he charg- 
ed to Sail with his Merchandize to Catalonia, 
Portugal, Flanders, and England, and to aug 
ment his Stock by Exchange of Wares at all 
thoſe Coaſts. He alſo charged him, that aſter 
two Years he ſhould return again with the Ship 
to Alexandria; for in the mean while he propoſ- 
ed to ſee many!ſtrange Countries, and at the two 
Years End would there meet him again; but if 
they found him not there, that they ſhould make 
no Account that he were alive, then they ſhould 
return to Famagoſta, and there deliver the Ship 
and the Goods into the Poſſeſſion of his Wife 
Caflandra and his Children; which Command- 
ment of his, the Patron faithfully promiſing to 
accompliſh, took his Leave, and fo departed.

When Fe ortunatus had been now eight Days 


at Alexandria, having there with him many 
ſtran e Beaſts, and other rare Novelties, he long- 
ed greatly for the Ship, that he might ſet for- 


ward to Famagoſta. In the mean Time was the 
Ship arrived, laden with ſo much, and ſuch rich 
Merchandize, that ſne was thrice better in Value 


than when ſhe departed; whereof Fortunatus 


was exceeding glad, eſpecially for the Health of 
his Men, and that they had brought Letters from 
Caliandra, fignifying that ſhe -and her Children 
were in good Health, wanting only his Preſence. 
Wherefore he ordered bis Merchants to make a 
ſpeedy Sale, and to afford their Wares more 
clieap than they, commonly did, And in ſo 
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doing as they were ordered, whereas other Ships 
do ſcarce make their Mart in ſix Weeks, they 
diſpatched all their Buſineſs in twenty Days, when 
as Fortunatus would preſently have taken his 
Leave and departed. But the Soldan requeſted 
him to ſtay with him that Night before he de- 
parted, which he could not refuſe, but ordered 
his Men to go on Board, and to launch out the 
Ship from the Haven into the Road, appointing 
preſently after Supper to come to them, and to 
depart: In the mean while went Fortunatus 
with the Admiral unto the King's Palace, where 
be was worthily entertained. Then communed 
the Soldan with him concerning his Affairs and 
Succeſs in ſtrange Nations, which he uttered at 
large, thanking him again for his Letters of Ad- 
dreſs, ſaying, That by them he was greatly 
furthered, and the more accepted of ftrange 
Princes. By this Time was the Supper ready, 
and the King fat at the Table, Fortunatus being 
placed almoſt over- againſt him, where they were 
ſerved with all kind of. delicate Fare, as was 
- convenient for ſuch a mighty Prince. | 
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How Fortunatus gave great Gifts to the SL- 


dan's Houfhold Servants ; aud how the Sdi- 
dan ſhewed him his Treaſure, and his Wiſh- 
ing-Hat, which Fortunatus carried away. 


| WII E N Supper was ended, Fortunatus deſired 


Leave to beſtow his Benevolence on the 
Houfhold, which the Soldan granting, he opened 
Bis Purſe privily under the Table ; and when he 
had given to every Man jn the Houſe a large Gift, 
according to their Degree, the Soldan marvelled 
with himſelf how he could bear ſo much Gold a- 
bout him unperceived, eſteeming it a great 
Honour done unto him, that he had been ſo liberal 
to his Servants, ſaying, Right courteous Gentle- 
man, this your bountiful Behaviour and liberal 
diſburſing towards me and all mine, deſerveth 
no ſmall Commendation and Recompence; come 
therefore with me, and I will ſhew you that 
before you go, which few or none doth know 
but myſelf, and the like whereof thou never 
faw; with that he brought him into a roy 
Tower paved all with Marble Stone; in the firff 
Room whereof were a great Number of Jewels, 
and Veſſels of Silver, and huge Heaps of Silver 
Coins; in the ſecond were many Veſſels and 
Houſhold Implements of Gold, and many great 
Cheſts full of Golden Coin; within that was a 
great Wardrobe full of many coſtly Jewels and 
gorgeous Garments, beautify'd with precious 
Stones of all Sorts belonging to the Ornaments 
of his Body; there were alſe two Golden * 
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dleſticks, upon which ſtood two Orient and 
great Carbuncles, which ſhone in the Night all 
over the Chamber. Fortunatus was rapt with 
great Admiration to behold this infinite Treaſure, 
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yet a Jewel in my Chamber which I eſteem 
more than all thoſe you have ſeen; then the 
{King carried him to his Bed- Chamber, which 
Was ſumptuouſly adorned, having a Proſpect 
{unto the Main Sea, and there opening a Cloſet, 
brought forth in his Hand a plain Felt Hat, 
baſe and {imple to behold, ſaying, I get more by 
this Hat, than by all the precious Jewels that [ 
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would get them, but ſuch an Hat is not to be 
had, Then ſaid Fortunatus, If it ſo pleaſe your 
Majeſty, I would gladly know what Power and 
Virtue conſiſteth in this Hat? The King ſaid, 
It hath this Quality, "That whoſoever hath it on 
is Head, where he wiſheth then to be, he is 
with a Thought conveyed thither; ſo that with 
tte ſame I have more. Pleaſure than with all my 
Jewels; for when my Men go forth to Hunt, 
and I long to be with them, ſetting this Hat on 
my Head, where the beſt Game is to be ſeen, I 
am there ſuddenly preſent; and where the Deer 
reſteth I can be with them as J lift, to drive them 
to the Hunter”: s Hand : In time of Wars alſo, I 
dan be with my Soldiers when I liſt, and in my 
Palace again with a Wiſh, which all my Jewels 
cannot do. Then demanded Fortunatus If he 
4 1 that made that Hat be yet alive? The King ſaid, 
Of that I am uncertain. Then thought Fortu- 
Jnatus in his 18 How well would this Hat 
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praiſing it greatly : Then ſaid the Soldan, I have 


poſſeſs; for that if I had no Jewels, Money

| Methinks, fince that Hat hath ſuch Virtue, it

; it. Then anſwer!d the; King, That it was no 
E heavier than another Hat, and therewith bid him

felt it other wiſe? Fortunatus an{wered, ſay ing, 
| Verily I did. not think it had been ſo light, Nets 
ther ſuppoſed I that. your. Grace would be fo 
; unadviſed to ſet it on my Head: With that he 
{ſuddenly wiſhed himſelf in his Ship, ordering 
them ſpeedily to hoift the Sails, and fo having a 
freſh Gale of Wind, they failed: ſwiftly away. 
When the Soldan ſaw he was thus deceived of 
an incomparable Jewel, perceiving allo at the. 
Window that the Ship was under Sail, he in 
great Rage.commanded his Men to ſet after For- 
tunatus, and bring him back Priſoner, threatning . 
to him a cruel] Death. But before they could be 
ſcarcely appointed, the Ship was got out of Sight, 
ſo that the Meſſengers returned again in vain, 
whereof the King was ſorry. 8 
Now, when the F. actors of Venice, Florence, 
and Genoa underſtood that Fortunatus was gone 
with the King's Jewel, they inwardly rejoiced, 
ſaying among themſelves, the King and the 
Admiral are but very well ſerved, for they 
thought they could not do unto him too much

Ercholandus being arrived in Cyprus, came 
to Famagoſta, where Fortunatus was come 
Home ten Days before. But how joyfully he and 
his Company were received by Caſſandra, and 

his two Children, and of all the City, it were te- 
dious to report; for there were many Citizens alſo, 
whoſe Friends were landed with Fortunatus, that 
had travelled far with him, which Mirth and Joy 
Mercholandus well perceived, and when Fortuna- 
tus underſtood that an Embaſſador was come from 
the Soldan to Famagoſta, he eaſily thought what 
was his Errand ; howbeit he cauſed a fair Lodging 
to be appointed for him, and all other Thinęꝑs re- 
quiſite, ordering his Proviſion to be brought in, 
which he would diſcharge. When Mercholandus 
had been now three Days in Famagoſta, he ſent 
Word to Fortunatus that he had a Meſſage to de- 
liver to him. Fortunatus ordered him to come 
unto his Palace, where he delivered his Meſſage, 
ſaying, The King Seldan of Babylon, Lord of 
Alcairo and Alexandria, fendeth his Greeting to 
thee Fortunatus, by me Mercholandus; requir- 
ing that thou wilt vouchſ:h to let me be a Meſ- 
ſenger, and ſend to him his Jewel again by me. 
Fortunatus anſwered in a ſceffing Manner, faying, 
I marvel that the King Soldan was fo uncireum- 
ſpect to tell me the Virtue of the Hat, and a 
himſelf to ſet the ſame upon my Hea | 
caſion whereof I wasn ſuch Danger,” that it will 
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never be out of my, Remembrance ſo long as $I live. 


For my Ship being at Road at Seca, and upon his 
faving, I withed: my ſelf therein; it it had failed in 
the Way, I had been drowned and ſo have loſt my 
Life, which Ieſteem more than all King Soldan's 
Kingdoms, and therefore am I minded not to part 


from the Jewel fo long as T do live. When 


Mercholandus heard his Anſwer, he thought by 
fair Intreaty to perſuade him, ' Wherefore he 


ſaid unto him, Fortunatus, be not ſo hard-heart- 


ed, but he adviſed by Reaſon and Counſel. 
What Profit can you make of the Jewel? I will 


Warrant you an hundred T'tmes the Value of that 


Felt Hat, whereof if | had a Sackful, and each of 
them had the Virtue that it hath, T would give 


them all for the third Part of that 1 ſhall procure 
you for the ſame; wherefore let me ſpeed, I be-

Cauſe Fortunatus beſtowed many Jewels, for 
which was much Jouſting at Famagoſta, wherein 
the Youngeit Son had always the chief Praiſe :

Fortunatus therefore rejoyced, and paſſing his | 


Days in great Solace with the Paſtime and Plea- 
ſure that he received from the Hat, and alſo by 
Hawking, with Andolocia and fair Caſſand ra. 
When they had thus many Years enjoyed all 
earthly Pleaſures, fair Caſſandra was troubled by 
a grievous and deadly Sickneſs, te yield up her 
immortal Soul from the tranſitory and corrupt- 
able Body, were it never fo dear; wheretore 
Fortunatus alſo conceived ſuch an inward Thought 
that he languiſhed with a deadly Conſumption. 
and an Impoſtumation in the Head, When the 
feeble Eftate -of his Body put him in Fear of 
Death, he ſent far and near for the beſt Phyſicians 
that might be had; but they only prolonged his

ÞOrtuoatus therefore perceiving no Amend- 


ment, but rather that Death approached, 
ſent for his two Sons, Ampedo and Andolocia, 


ſaying to them, My dear Children, your Mother 


that fo carefully trained you up, is departed our of 
this World, and I likewif- perceive by the Feeble- 
nefs of my tormented Body, that Death is nigh at 
Hand; therefore I will ſhew you how you may 
continue in Honour and calth as 1 have done 
With that he declared, un- 
to them theV irtue of the Purſe, and that it ſhould 
laſt no longer than their two Lives; and _ 
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told them the Wirtue of the Hat, and how much 
the Soldan would give for it. He commanded 
moreover that they ſhould not part the fewels, 
but uſe them in common, live friendly togeth er, 
neither that they ſaould make any Perſon privy 


to the Virtue of the Purſe, were He or She ne- 


ver ſo well beloved unto them; for fo {aid he, 
have I concealed it theſe Forty Years, and never

his Sons cauſed to be honourably Buried in the 


Minſter. which he had erected, 


Ampedo and Andolocia, having now left off 


all kind of Martial Excerciſe, and mourned' 
twelve Months for the Death of their Father, 

Andolocia having read over his Father's Books, 
wherein was Regiſtred in how many Nations he 
had ' travelled, was therewith greatly delighted, 
and-earneſtly moved to do the like. Wherefore 


he ſaid to Ampedo, My dear Brother, that ws 


may not paſs theſe our luſty and youthful Years ; 


together in Vanity, Idleneſs, and obſcure Be-
